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ABSTRACT 



The Hired Farm Working Force of 1960 (HFWF) consisted of about 2.6 
million persons 14 years of age and over who did some farmwork for cash 
wages during the year.

About 257,000 were domestic migratory workers. This group declined 
at about the same rate as all hired f armworkers , thus continuing to 
comprise about 10 percent of the t'<tal.

INTRODUCTION 



This report presents information on the siao and composition of the 196? 
hirad fm n. working force (HFWF) and on the employment and cash earning* from 
farm and nonfarm wagework obtained during the year. Brief highlights point up 
some of the moat pertinent facts from tne detailed data in thr statistical 
tables. The data were obtained from the annual survey conducted for the 
Economic Research Service by the Bureau of the Census as a supplementary part 
of the regular Current Population Survey . in December 1969. 

Estimates in this report are based on sample data; thus, the\ are subject 
to sampling variability. They may differ somewhat from the results that would 
have been obtained from another sample, or from a complete census using the 
same schedules, instructions, and interviewers. The survey coverage and 
reliability of the estimates are discussed in appendix A. Definitions or 
explanations of terms used in this report are given in appendix b. 



SIZE OF THE 1969 HIRED FARM WORKING FORCE (table 1) 

About 2.6 million different persons did some work on farm*- fot cash wages 
or salary in 1969. (Excluded are persons not in the civilian nonins t i tut ic^a 1 
population 14 years old and over at the time of the survey.) This represents 
a decrease of about 11.9 percent from the estimated 2.9 million hired farm- 
workers in 1968 and reflects further use of mechanization and other fain labor- 
saving technology, as record high production ol both crops and livestock 
.on tinned. 

Casual workers (those who did less than 25 days of farn wagework) rubbered 
about 1.1 million, about 193,000 less than in 1968. Noncasual workers (those 
who did 25 days or more of farm wagework) numbered around 1.5 nilli'n, about 
154,000 less than in 3968. 
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RECENT TRENDS IN NUMBERS OF HIRED FARMWORKERS (tables 2-3) 



Because of the sampling variability, averages based on data for several 
years probably reflect better than yearly estimates the recent trends in the 
total number of hired f armwo rkers and in important segments within the group. 1/ 
Thus, using averages for the 3-year periods 1964-66 and U67-69, it can be 
seen that: 

— The total number of different persons doing hired farmwork in the course 
of a year declined about 7.5 percent. 

-- The number of workers doing between 75 and 249 days of hired farmwork 
declined about 18 percent. 

-- Workers doing less than 75 days of work declined about 4.5 percent, and 

workers who did 250 or more days of work declined by only about 5.5 percent. 

-- Total man-days of farm wagework declined about 10.1 percent. 



COMPOSITION AND RESIDENCE OF THE 1969 HIRED 
FARM WORKING FORCE (table 4) 

The 1969 HFWF was similar in composition to that of the previous year. 

Among these workers in 1969: 

— 74 percent wore male. 

— 77 percent were white. 

— Only 21 percent were engaged chiefly in farm wagework. 

— 60 percent (primarily housewives and students) were not in the labor force 
most of the year. 

-• The median ag* was 23 years. 

— 35 percent were young people 14-17 years of age; o* r er three- fourths 
(77 percent) of these youths were boys. 

— About 10 percent did some farm wagework outside their home counties. 

These, considered domestic migratory workers, were the same proportion as 
the 10 percent of the Lotal they comprised in 1968. 

-- 74 percent lived in non farm places at the time of the survey, although 
some of them lived on farms at some tire during the year, Figure 1 shou T s

Corkers included in the survey did about 20 3 million nan-days of work on 
farins in 1969 — about one-fourth of the total number of d r. s of labor on 
f arms . 



The percentage of total man-days of work done by whit -3 workers and bv Negro 
<:nd other workers was about equal to the proportion c jcu group represented 
of the HFWF. The percentage done by migratory workers equaled Lire propro- 
tion they represented of the work force 
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-- The regular and year-round workers, who comprised about one-fifth (19 

percent) of the 1969 HFWF, did about two-thirds (66 percent) of the total 
man-days of farm vagework (fig. 2). IT i i s was about the same as in 1968, 

-- Averages for the 3-year periods 1966-66 and 1967-69 indicate that the 
number of full-time workers declined about 5.5 percent, and the total 
number of man-davs uf hired farmwoik they did, declined about 7,8 percent. 
During these same periods, workers doing 75-269 days of work declined about 
18 percent, and their man-days of work declined about 16 percent (tables l 
and 3) . 

-- Workers who did less than 75 days of farm wagevork comprised around 68 
percent of the total HFKr in both o-year periods but did only about one- 
fifth of the man-davs of work.

As a group, hired farmworkers earned about $10.75 a day in cash wages 
from their farm wagework in 1969. For an average of 78 days of such work, 
they earned $837. (throughout this report, daily and yearly earnings refer 
only to the cash wages received by workers and do not include the value of 
perquisites or fringe benefits furnished by the employer.) 

Yearly earnings from farm wagework in 1969 changed only slightly from 
1968 in all regions, declining in the South and increasing in the Northeastern, 
North Central, and Western regions. The very slight increase in daily wages 
($0.10) in the South was not sufficient to offset the 9 percent decline in 
number of days worked; the opposi te occur red in the Northeast with the decline 
in daily wages ($0.45) being more than offset by a 10 percent increase in 
number of days worked. The higher yearly earnings from farm wagework in the 
North Central resulted from an increase in both the number of days (11 percent) 
of such work and daily wages ($0.30)* Higher earnings in tin 1 West resulted 
from a slight increase in daily wages ($0.25), as there was no change in the 
number of days of farm wagework in that region. 

C ire should be exercised in interpreting year-to-year changes in those 
averages, however, because of sampling variability. Appendix A ecu tains 
estimates of the standard errors of various types of averages. 

Croat variation among major groups in the average number of days of 
employment and related daily and yearly earnings from farm wagework continues 
to be a major feature of the 11FWF. In 1969, 1.1 million casuals averaged 9 
days of work and earned an average of $9 a day from fniniwork. 

-- Male casual workers averaged $9.35 a day and females $7.50. 

Nonmigratory casuals averaged $9 a day; migratory casuals $8.65 a day. 

Jn 1969, 1.5 million noncasual workers averaged 13) days and earned 
$1,406. Many of the t oncnsnal workers are not in the labor force or they do 
work other than farm wagework most of the year. Figure 3 shows that there has 
been a slight change since 1960 in the proportions of those groups of non* 
casuals whose chief activity is farm wagework. unemployed, am not in the 
labor force a major part of the year. Among the noneasua Is : 

-- 1.0 million seasenals averaged 59 days of w* i k and earned $57/ from farm 



-- 0.3 million year-round workers averaged 319 days and earned $1,485. 

* — Whites averaged 112 days at $3 1.35 a day, earning $1,496 in cash wages. 

-- Negroes and members of ether races averaged 126 days at $8.80 a day, earning 

$ 1 , 110 . 

-- Domestic migratory worker* averaged 113 days at $11,45 a day, earning $1,F'M. 

-- ’Workers in the West received the highest daily wage. $j 3.95; those in the 
S ou th re ce i ve d the 1 owl s t , $9.10.

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APPENDIX A 



SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF THE ESTIMATES 



Source of data . --The estimates in this report are based on data ibtained 
in December 1969 through supplementary questions in the Current Population 
Survey of the Bureau of the Census. The sample is spread over 449 areas 
comprising 863 counties and independent cities, with, coverage in each of the 
50 States and the District of Columbia. Approximately 50,000 occupied house- 
holds are designated for interview each month. Of this number, 2,250 occupied 
units, on the average, are visited but interviews are not obtained because the 
occupants are not found at home after repeated calls or are unavailable for 
some other reason. In addition co the 50,000 there are also about 8,500 sample 
units in an average month w T h i ch are visited but are found to be vacant or other- 
wise not to be interviewed. 

The estimates in this repoi t concern persons 14 years of age or older who 
did farm wagework in 1969. This data was compiled from supplementary questions 
to the Current Population Survey asked only if a person 14 years of age or 
older had perfc med farnrwork for wages or salary during 1969. These questions 
concerned nunber of days of farm wageworK, farm wages, migratory status, non- 
farm w T agework and nonfarm wages, chief cactivity in 1969, residence, and other 
matters. Not included in this report are hired farmworkers who died, who 
entered the Armed Forces, or who were removed from the civilian noni n.sti tutional 
population for other reasons prior to the survey. Also not included are 
foreign nationals who did farm wagework in this country and returned to their 
homes before the survey. The number of foreign nationals admitted declined 
sharply after the termination of Public Law 73 in December 1964, and in 1969 
totaled only 15,830. 1/ The total number of persons excluded fiom this report 
probably does not exceed 400,000. 

The estimating procedure used in this survey involved the inflation of 
the weighted sample results to give independent estimates o; the civilian non- 
ins t i tutional population of the United Stares by age, color and sex. These 
independent estimates were based on statistics from the 1960 Census of Popula- 
tion; statistics of births, deaths, immigrat ion and emigration; and statistics 
on the strength of the Armed Forces. 

Re 1 i ab i_l i ty_ of JLhe es t inates . --S i nee the estimates are based on a snrple, 
they nay differ somewhat from figures obtained if a complete census had been 
taken using the same schedules, instructions, and enumerators. As in any 
survey work, the results are subject to errors of response ad reporting as 
well as being subject to sampling variability. 

The standard error is primarily a measure of sampling variability, that 
is, of the variations that occur by chance because a sarple rather than tin 
whole of the population is surveyed. As calculated fer this report, the 
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standard error also partially measures the effect of response, and enumeration 
errors but does not measure any systematic biases in the data. The chances 
are about 68 out of 100 that an estimate from the sample would differ from a 
complete census figure by less than the standard error. The chances are about 
95 out of 100 that the difference would be less than twice cue standard error. 

The figures presented in tables 14—18 are approximations to the standard 
errors of various estimates shown in this report. In order to derive standard 
errors that would be applicable to a wide variety of items and could be pre- 
pared at a moderate cost, a number of approximations were required. As a 
result, the tables of standard errors provide an indication of the order of 
magnitude of the standard errors rather than the precise standard error for 
any specific item.

Kstimated percentages and estimated averages are computed by using srrple 
data for both numerator and denominator. The reliability of these estimates 
depends both upon the size of the estimate and the size of the totals upon 
which the estimates are based. Kstimated percentages are relatively more 
reliable than the corresponding estimates of the nurr.eiators of the percentages, 
particularly if the percentages are 50 percent or more. Table 15 contains the 
standard errors of estimated percentages. Averages are subject to laige 
sampling variability sin c the sample estimate of an overape is affected by 
extreme estimates. If sensitive indicators are needed, other types of 
statistics, such as medians, should be considered. Tables 16, 17, and 18 
contain the standard errors of estimated averages.

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Illustration of the use of the tables of standard errors. — Table A of 
this report shows that 257,000 persons were migratory farm wageworkers. 

Table 1A shows the standard error oil an estimate of this size to be approxi- 
mately 29,000. The chances are 68 out of 100 that the estimate x^ould have 
shown a figure differing from a complete census by less than 29,000. The 
chances are 95 out of 100 that the estimate would have shown a figure differing 
from a complete census t>y less than 58,000. 

Of these 257,000 migratory farm wageworkers , 70,000 or 27 percent are from 
the Southern Region. Table 15 shews the standard error of 27 percent on a base 
of 257,000 to be approximately A. 9 percent. Consequently, chances are 68 out 
of 100 that the estimated 27 percent would be within A. 9 percent of a complete 
census figure, and chances are 95 out of 100 that the estimate would be within 
9.8 percent of a census figure, i.e., this 95 percent confidence interval would 
be from 17.? to 36.8 percent. 

Table 7 of this report shows that average annual earnings at farm wagework 
for migratory farm wageworkers is $891. Table 17 shows the standard error of 
$891 on a base of 257,000 workers to be approximately $90. Consequently, 
chances are 68 our of 100 that the estimated $891 wo^ld be within $90 of a 
complete census figure, and chances are 95 out of 100 thac the estimate would 
be within $180 of a census figure, i.e., this 95 percent confidence interval 
would be from $711 to $1,071.

involved in running the farm business; (3) repairs of farm buildings, machine ty 
etc., performed by a farm wageworker when done along with the type of work 
specified in (1) and (2) above; .and (A) managing a farm enterprise for cash 
salary. N' + _HiL_iu_ded : _ns J a row >ry. l\r cash wages or :>alar\ are (!) work per- 
formed by farm operators on their own farms, v>r "exchange 1 ' work between farmers 
(2) work done exclusively for "pay in kind'*; (3) work done without pay on a 
family farm by a member of the farm operator's family (a small regular cash 
allowance is not considered ; s farm, wapcO; and (A) nonfaim work performed on a 
farm, such as the building of a farm structure, the drilling of a well, the 
hauling of agricultural products to market by commercial truckers, or domestic 
service in the home of a farmer; and (5) custom, work such ns spraying, this fix- 
ing, combining, etc., when a person is paid a mrbinoJ rate foi the use of his 
equipment and labor.

— In format ion on the chief activity of farm wagev:orkers 
during the year was derived from the question, "What was . . . doing most of 
1969 --wo rking , keep^n^ house, going to school, or something else?" If "working 
was reported as the chief activity, the kind of work the person w>as doing most 
cf the year was determined. Far m wa ge work x%*as reported if the person spent 
most of his working time doing farm wagework. Ope rating a_ farm was reported if 
& person spent most of his working time operating his own farm (ns a tenant, 
owner, or sharecropper). Non farm work was reported if a person spent most of 
his working time in his own business or profession, w ? orked without pay in a 
family business, or w T orked for pay (or pa^ in kind) in any non farm activity, 
such as manufacturing, trade, construction, domestic service, etc. If the 
person did not report "working" as his chief activity, i nf>r, ,at ion w T as obtained 
on what he vas doing most of the year. Looki ng for work (unemployed was re- 
ported for a person who spent most of his time without employment, but was 
actively looking for a job. Keepi ng h ouse x^as reported for persons w T ho spent 
most of their time doing their oxen housewoik. Going to school_ was reported for 
persons who spent most of their time during the year going to school. The 
category "other" was reported for persons who spent most of their time at sore 
activity other than those named above. 

Re sj d e n c c . — Residence is detcimined on the basis of the class i f i cat ion of 

the place in which the worker lived at the tiro of the survey. In the Current 

Population Survey, farm wageworkers were classified as living on farms (farm 
residents) if they lived in rural territory on places of 10 or more acres of 
land, and if as much as $50 worth of agricultural products were sold from the 
place in the reporting year. Also included are those who lived on places of 

less than 10 acres if as much as $250 worth of agricultural products were sold 

f ion the place in the reporting year. Nonfarn-res i dent workers lived in urban 
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places, rural towns or villages, or in the open country oi places that did not 
meet the criteria for farm classification. 

M igr at orv _s tat is. - -Mi gralorv farm wa gew o r k e r s are those from whom a 11 v e s 1 1 
answer was obtained to one of two questions: "Some farmworkers leave home to 

harvest crops or do other seasonal formwork in a different State, Did . . . 
do this in 1969?" If the answer to that question was "no", the question was 
asked: "During 1969, did . . . leave home to do this work in a different 

county in this State?" Enumerators were instructed to consider as migratory 
wo rk e rs (a) persons who were reported to have left their homes temporarily 
overnight to do farm wagework in another county within the sane State or in a 
different State with expectation of eventually returning home, and (b) persons 
who had no usual place of residence, if they did farm wagework in two or more 
counties during the year. They were instructed to consider as nonmij^ratojy 
biorkers (a) persons who were reported as farm wageworkers in the county for 
part of the year and who made a more or less permanent move to another county 
during the year and also did farm wagework in the second county, and (b) 
persons who commuted daily across the countv or State line to do farm wagework 
and returned home each night.
